Pioneer ministers preached in 
shacks, log school houses or any 
enclosure that was useable, Blocks 
of wood, parts of chairs or benches, 
potato sacks, boxes, logs, rocks, or 
what have you, made “comfort- 
able” seats for the audience, 

The absence of collections, some 
times gave impulse to good deeds 
or gifts in the minister's favor, In 
one instance he received a calf 
toward his support, This calf was 
taken care of and in due time 
was marketable, The nearest deal- 
er, however, was ten miles north 
and arrangements were made to 
deliver the heifer on a certain date. 
Ky the time the date had arrived 
there also had arrived a foot of 
soft snow in the month of April. 

The minister had a saddle mare 
called “Nellie”, which was quite 
gentle except when unusual ob- 
jects touched her in unusual 
places. A feed of oats was tied to 
the saddle for a mid day snack. 
However, the sack was not double 
tied and soon it had drawn down 
its full length through 
and then dangled as it hung on 
the end of the enlarged seam.

Fall Cultivation Aids 
Grasshopper Control 

Destruction of the egg pods at 
this time of the year can help con- 
siderably in the war on grasshop- 
pers. Where grasshoppers were 
prevalent this year, shallow culti- 
Vation immediately after harvest, 
preferably with a one-way — dise, 
Will bring many of the pods to the 
surface and expose them to desic- 
cation by wind and sun. This shal- 
low cultivation will also aid in re- 
ducing the numbers of wheat stem 
sawflies where they are present. 
| Shallow tillage is also important 
| 


lor preservation of trash cover to 
prevent erosion, Care should be 
itaken not to pull the machine too 
| rapidly, because too much speed 
| will pulverize the soil and bury 
| trash which should be kept on the 
| surface, 


Beware The Wind 

| Most summerfallow fields are 
very dry and are liable to drift 
| badly should this fall be dry and 
windy. Farm operators are advised 
to “wind proof” their bare summer. 
} fallow to prevent drifting. Listing 
or cultivating with wide shovel 
|cultivator at right angles to the 
| prevailing wind is a good way to 
accomplish this. 
Machinery Care Cuts Costs 
Harvesting machinery will soon 

laid aside for another ten 
months, Unless precautions are 
tuken now this period of idleness 
ean depreciate the value of the 
machinery more than the short 
| season of operation just completed. 

Following are some suggestions 
covering binders, swathers and 
combines: 

1, Remove all canvases, scrape 
them clean, repair broken or dam- 
aged Store where dry and 
away from mice. 
| 2 Remove, wash and oil all roll- 
jer or pressed steel chains, Store 
where dry, 
| 3. Remove, scrape and wash all 
| V-belts. Store in dark place.

10. Make a complete list of all 
broken or worn parts NOW, while 
fresh in your mind. Then make 
repairs during the slack season so 
that you will know your machin- 
ery will be in good repair when 
it is needed again.

It can be conserved in two ways. 
One is by protecting and improv- 
ing the natural covering where the 
winter snows falls, so the molst- 
ure is released slowly throughout 
the whole of the summer. The oth- 
er method, more expensive, is to 
build reservoirs, The Spray Project 
will provide much additional res- 
ervoir space. 

If it rains a good dea) this fall, 
Calgary Power will get through 
the winter. And if it gets through 
the winter and the next, the crisis 
will probably be over, for at least 
several years,

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK IN ALBERTA 


The week of October 9th to October 15th has been 
olficially proclaimed Fire Prevention Week. Its obser- 
vance throughout Canada and the United States is to 
mark the beginning of an entire year of intensive fire- 
safety work. 


Fire Prevention Week serves to focus public atten- 
tion upon our disgraceful loss of life and the awfui 
destruction of property by fire. Its purpose is to give 
the public a chance to take an active part in the vital 
work of reducing loss, thus forming safety habits which 
it is hoped will be carried through the entire year. 


To members of the local fire brigades Fire Preven- 
tion Week will, among other things, provide an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their skill in protecting life and 
property. To all others it should mean the opportunity 
for inspecting their homes and places of business and 
removing or correcting all those conditions which may 
possibly cause a fire 


The responsibility for the success of Fire Preven- 
tion Weck rests not only upon members of the local fire 
brigades, but upon each and every one of us. And to 
be a real success we must discharge our responsibility 
every week of the year. 


During the ten year period ending December 31, 
1948, there were 18,228 serious fires in the Province of 
Alberta. These fires caused a loss which reached the 
staggering total of $19,927,648. In those ten years 315 
men, women and children died in Alberta as a result 
of fire. 

This appalling situation is not improving, for in 
i948 alone there were 2,285 fires which caused a pro- | 
perty loss of over three and three-quarter millions of | 
aollars, and brought death to 49 men, women and | 
children, all in the Province of Alberta. 

These figures should spur us on to make an all- | 
out effort to reduce fire losses through proper care in| 
handling fire. An analysis of the causes of fires and 
resulting loss of life over the past twenty months re- 
veals that lighting stoves with gasoline or kerosene 
lead all the rest. This was followed by suffocation, | 
people trapped in burning buildings; by children play- 
ing with matches; by the practice of leaving children 
alone in the home. 

Every parent, every adult and child in Alberta is 
urged to be careful with fires. Correct any condition 
which might cause a fire. Most fires are preventable 
co think and act Fire Prevention. Make Fire Prevention 
Week the beginning of a whole year in which your 
home, your place of business, your life and the lives
